The statutory meeting of the 1925 
Council was held on Monday night.

The Secretary read a letter from the 
city solicitors that Mayor Johns and 
Aldermen Fulton, Galbraith and Mc- 
Clure had taken the oath of office and 
had satisfied them that they were 
eligible for the-positions. ' 

The Mayor welcomed Alderman Ful- 
ton to the Council. He hoped that 
the new Alderman would enjoy his 
work. 

The business was of a mostly 
routine nature. 

Alderman J. R. McClure was ap- 
pointed Deputy Mayor for the first 
quarter of 1925. 

‘On the local Board of Health Alder- 
man Galbraith was appointed to the 
vacancy caused by the retirement of 
8S.

The 
Board for 1925 will consist of the 
Mayor, the M.H.O., and Messrs. H.G

Board, were re-appointed. The 1925 
Board consists of the Mayor, Mrs 
Holt, F. Turnbull, C. H. Snell and Ald 
Broughton. 

The Council will recommend to the 
Minister the appointment of Alder- 
man J. G. Fulton as the third memher 
of the Hospital Commission Mayor 
Johns and Ald. McClure are elected 
members. 

By-law 601, to appoint a Medical 
Health Officer, was given two readings 
in committee and laid over until next 
meeting. The Mayor will meantime 
take the matter up with the medical 
men of the city. 

Byllaws 602 and 603 were given 
three readings and passed. By-law 
602 provided for borrowing a sum, not 
to exceed $40,000.00, to meet ordinary 
expenses of the city until taxes are 
collected. 

Bylaw 603 was the usual business 
assessment by-law providing for the 
assessment on al! business premises on 
a basis of the yearly rental and set- 
ting the classification of different 
husinesses. It was passed without 
alteration in the same form as last 
year's by-law. 

Alderman Galbraith gave notice in- 
formally that at next meeting of 
Council] he would bring in a motion te 
discuss making an offer of purchase 
of the Western General Electric Com- 
pany plant. 

No action was taken on the reques' 
of Alderman Howlett for another 
three months’ leave of absence. His 
leave has just expired and the Council 
were of the opinion that in any event 
three months must elapse before Ald. 
Howlett was disqualified. 

Council adjourned at 9.80, and the 
balance of the evening was spent at 
the Union Cafe as the guests of the 
Mayor at an oyster supper.

MANY DEAD AND HAVOG 
GREAT IN FLOOD IN 
FRANGE 


Whole Towns Are Under Water While 
Inhabitants Flee Before the 
Onrushing Floods 
Paris, ‘anuary 5.—Another big 
storm i vsrewing in the southwest, 
and we. .. . men fear it will come to 
replace iL. gale that ended by blow- 
ing itself. out yesterday, leaving a 
trail of disaster im every part of 
France except the favored Riviera. 
The worst consequences of the gale 
were the floods in Normandy. The river 
Vire has reached the highest mark 
since 1852, and the city of Caen is 

entirely surrounded by floods. 

In southern Brittany the situation 
also is grave. The town of Pontivy is 
in a desperate plight, being almost 
entirely flooded out, while at iMorlaix 
the central ‘part of the city is flooded 
to a depth of two feet, a sight which 
had not been seen for 40 years. 

Hundreds Lack Shelter 

The rivers in the mnortheast of 
France and Belgium are also very 
high, and at many places are already 
over their banks. At Bruay-En-Artois 
the dyke burst and the river flooded 
the town in the middle of the night. 
The inhabitants were awakened and 
escaped as best they could, abandon- 
ing everything. (Hundreds are now 
without shelter. 

The Lorient wireless station has re- 
ceived a message that the steamer 
Dahomey had been taken in tow and is 
being brought to port. 

The Dahomey was crippled by the 
storm, and Saturday was picked up 
by tugs, from which, however, she 
broke loose. Saturday night the 
steamer was reported to be in danger- 
ous shoals. She has 70 men aboard. 


¥ Ships*in* Dietress 

London, January,'5,—-The -heavy ga- 
es “which:hadzicansed.‘great damage 
in their path through the British Isles 
during the mid-week, continued Sat- 
irday. A blizzard was reported in the 
Scottish Highlands. 

Reports of distressed shipping con- 
tinued to be received. The Dutch lin- 
er Veendam, bound for New York, 
was unable to land its pilot at the 


Isle of Wight or Plymouth owing to ~ 


the heavy seas, and was compelled to 
proceed to Falmouth, where he was 
‘anded with great difficulty. The 
ship’s carpenter was injured by a huge 
sea, which struck the liner as it was 
entering Falmouth Bay. 

The British steamer Kalimba, en- 
route to Buenos Aires, also stopped at 
Falmouth Bay and landed her carpen- 
ter, who was also severely injured. 

At Bargoed, South Wales, a_ land- 
‘lide caused a nfineral train to topple 
over an embankment, killing the en- 
gineer and fireman. Incidentally 2,000 
miners will be laid off, as the train 
wreck destroyed the electric power 
cables connected with the mines.

Living microbes so small that. they 
are infinitesimal compared with the]. 
smallest ‘bacteria; ‘are ‘believed to 
have been discovered’ by Dr. Robert 
C. Green, assistant professor of bac- 
terlology and immunology at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota. ' 

, The microbes, suspended in a fluid, 
are so deadly to ‘bacteria that they 
may prove a new means of fighting 
disease germs, Dr. Green believes. 
They are said to be harmless to man. 
So powerful are the microbes that 
dilution of the fluid three § million 
times leaves it still deadly in bac- 
teria. ‘Cultures of typhoid fever, diph- 
theria, dysentery, and other infectious 
diseases have been completely des- 
troyed by Dr. Green, experimenting 
with the fluid greatly diluted. 

Tinlest Form of Life 


. Discovery of the ultra-microbe rep- 
resents the discovery of life in a more 
tiny form than has ever been known 
before, according to the experimenter. 
Further experiments must profoundly 
affect medical progress, he is ‘con- 
vinced. The microbe apparently acts 
as a parasite on bacteria, destroying 
the disease bacteria in a few hours. 
The phage, or fluid in which the mic- 
robe life is suspended, is still effective 
whenifiltered ‘through stone. The most 
powerful microscopes are not strong 
enough to reveal the microbes, which 
are believed to be too minute to re- 
flect a ray of light. Dr. Green iscon- 
vinced that the microbes are living 
because they appear to multiply rapid- 
ly. Only “ving things can reproduce. 

Englishman’s Theory 


Dr. Green is working out in actual 
practice the theory of Dr. Twort, the 
noted English bacteriologist, who first 
announced the ultra-microbe. Funda- 
mental experiments of Dr. ‘D’Herrele, 
Paris, are being confirmed. 

“The ultra-microbe is the most 
powerful killer of bacteria ever dis- 
covered, which is at the same time 
harmless to man and animals,” said 
Dr. Green. Smallpox and measles are 
caused by a virus so tiny that they 
cannot be seen under a microscope, 
and which carries through a stone fil- 
ter. This known fact also tends to 
prove the existence of the living 
microbe, Dr. Green asserted.

therance of a scheme to defraud and 
his sentence to a term of ten years in 
Leavenworth penitentiary, Kansas. 

Word of the successful conclusion 
of the case in St. Paul was received 
by Commissioner Bryan of the A.P.P., 
who has also been the recipient of con- 
gratulations from the American autho- 
rities on the good work done in the 
inquiry by the Alberta police. 

Among the answers which were for- 
warded from Edmonton were two in 
the names of two ladies but which 
were really prepared by Detective Les- 
ley of the A-P.P. Photos of two girls 
accompanied the letters. In due 
course came instructions from Minne- 
apolis to report on a certain day and 
as @ precaution in crossing the border 
the would-be chorus girls were told to 
inform the immigration officials that 
they were on their way to visit an 
uncle. 

With this data in their possession, 
the provincial police submitted the 
evidence to the American postal offi- 
cials for further investigation, and 
the resuit was the arrest of Millikin, 
who admitted that he had  fleeced 
scores of girls who applied for poai- 
tions in the choruses of his “shows.” 
He pleaded guilty to the charge of 
using the mails illegally and said that 
his object was to get the girls for im- 
proper purposes and to secure their 
money. 

Inquiry into the antecedents of ‘Milli- 
kin revealed that he started on this 
scheme ffor defrauding gullible ones 
fourteen years ago and since that 
time he has served terms in prison. 
He is stated by the American author- 
ities to have a long record of robbery, 
larcency, and obtaining money under 
false pretences.

HONESTY THE 
BEST POLICY 


The Liberals, especially the Right 
Honourable Mackenzie King, criticize 
the Right Honourable Arthur Meighen 
very severely, but on some questions 
of policy they have to accept his posi- 
tion. Take the question of freight 
rates, the Conservative leader has al- 
ways said that these should be fixed 
by the Railway Commission specially 
created for this purpose as the only 
body competent to do so. - This posi- 
tion he took in 1922, and he has main- 
tained it. 

The King Government has not had 
the courage to follow such a course. 
It has had its eye on the political side 
of this matter just as much as on any 
other, With it the question has not 
been what, in the eyes of competent 
experts, is a fair rate, but what will 
get by politically. This explains why 
the Government has been dodging the 
freight rates’ issue since it entered 
office. 

It was lack of courage to take a 
stand on this question that got the 
country into all the trouble over the 
Crow's Nest Pass commodity rates 
this year. The Government was told 
what would happen, but it took a 
chance and the bisin&ss interests .of 
the country suffered. During all this 
time the Government did not offer a 
single constructive idea for the solu- 
tion of this vexed problem. They act- 
ed as though it was no concern of 
theirs. 

But the Right Honourable Arthur 
Meighen did not dodge the issue. He 
met it squarely. In effect he said: 

“You can’t afford to allow the situ- 
ation as respects freight rates to con- 
tinue, for it will be fatal to business. 
We have a Railway Commission ap- 
pointed to deal with freight rates, and 
the only course to take is to turn 
the whole matter over to it. Until this 
is done there will be nothing but dis- 
satisfaction. In the meantime you 
will have to cancel the rates that are 
causing all the trouble.” 

The shippers recently took the 
question to the Railway Commission 
which promptly adopted the course 
which Mr. Meighen said would have 
to be taken. The ‘Commission ordered 
the withdrawal of the rates that have 
heen causing the trouble and asserted 
its right to deal with the whole sub- 
ject of- rates. 

Dodge as he might, The Right Hon- 
ourable Mackenzie King and his Gov- 
ernment have had to face this prob- 
lem. They have done all the dodging 
they can get away with, and now they 
have to face the music. And what did 
the Premier say at Vancouver recent- 
ly? Why, he had to take the position 
assumed by the Right Honourable 
Arthur Meighen long ago, and admit

_|THE ROOT OF 
BITTERNESS 


For some time now it has deen 
something like an accepted tradition 
of British politics that religious differ- 


ences shall not be made the subject of 
debate or controversy. It has come 
to 'be regarded as bad form to bring 
religion into politics in much ths 
same way as {it is regarded as bad 
form to bring either religion or poli- 
tics into the conversation of an ordin- 
ary dinner party. Within certain lim- 
its the convention has its merits, but 
there are circumstances under which 
its observance is quite impossible if a 


clear understanding is to be reached 
of questions which have to ‘be dealt 
with. The Irish situation comes with- 
in this category, for the boundary 
question between Northern Ireland 
and the Free State, as well as other 
problems of Ireland as a whole, spring 
mainly, if not wholly, out of religious 
causes. The fact that old and bitter 
controversies must almost inevitably 
be waked into life by the thorough 
discussion of these questions may ba 
regretted, but tha shirking of such 
thorough discussion through fear of 
such controversies does not help, but 
greatly hinders, the practical dealing 
with problems which have got to be 
faced. 

On first consideration the cause3 
of division between Northern Ireland 
and the Free State seem to be an in- 
extricable mingling of economic, rac- 
ial,. and religious differences, but the 
more these are examined, the more 
‘does it appear that the dominating 
issue is that of religion. As long as 
the Roman Catholic claim to temporal 
power remains unabated, until a 
categorical, fully authorived: declara- 
tion of liberty of conscience is issued 
by the Roman Catholic church, the 
Protestants of Northern Ireland will 
stubbornly maintain their refusal to 
trust themselves under the govern- 
ment of a united Ireland, which they 
say must of necessity ‘be overwhelm- 
ingly Roman Catholic in its complex- 
jon and its sympathies. It is of no 
avail for the Free State leaders to 
disclaim any thought of religious op- 
pression and to point, as they can 
with justice, to the numbers of Pro- 
testants in the Free State government 
or legistature. It is equally useless 
for British Protestants, secure for the 
time being in their religious liberty 
and forgetful of the price paid for it 
by their fathers, to condemn the 
Ulster attitude as a return to the nar- 
row bigotry of a by-gone age. The 
Ulster men have their answer ready. 
They point in their turn to the fact 
that the Pope remains in Rome “the 
prisoner of the Vatican” as a living 
gesture of protest against the denial 
of his temporal power in Italy. They 
remind those who reprove them that 
even as recently as after the armis- 
tice a Hberal-minded Government of 
Catholic Spain was shaken to its fall 
by Roman Catholic clerical opposition 
to an exceedingly mild measure of 
Protestant emancipation introduced 
into the Spanish parliament. They 
come-nearer home and draw attention 
to the further fact that in the Free 
State the Roman Catholic authorities 
are already demanding imperiously 
that the Catholic doctrine of no 
divorce shall be made the law of the 
land for Catholics and Protestants 
alike, and are thereby introducing in- 
to the domestic politics of the Free 
State an element of bitter religious 
controversy. ‘They assert that tae 
influence of Catholic priests and 
church in Ireland is now and has been 
set steadily against either education- 
ab or industrial development, lest 
these things should shake their power 
over the people. ‘To such priestly 
opposition to educat iaonnd ETAOI 
opposition to education and develop- 
ment, and to the priestly domination 
over the conscience and intellect of 
the people are due, they say, the lack 
of energy and initiative, and the re- 
sulting poverty and shiftlessness of 
the Catholic areas of Ireland. If Nor 
thern Ireland joins the Free State, 
they fear that assessments and tax- 
ation will be so adjusted as to make 
the Protestant industries of the North 
bear the burden of the incompetent 
indolence of the Catholic South. “We 
are accused,” say the Ulstermen, “of 
sectarian bigotry and lack of toler- 
ation. Our answer is that to Cath- 
Olic intolerance we will indsed accord 
no toleration but will stand on guard 
against it to the end.” 

It is a severe indictment but it is 
one which receives at least some in- 
firmation from sources within the 
Free State. In the opinion of one of 
the most brilliant of living Irishmen, 
himself a Free Stater and a Catholic, 
clericalism is gaining power in the 
Free State. It holds the women and 
through them establishes its influence 
over the children. 

It is not surprising that in the past 
the influences of the priests over the 
Irish peasantry was supreme. In the 
hard and cruel days of English oppres- 
sion—and it is useless and misleading 
to deny that such oppression did exist 
for centuries in TIreland—the priests 
were the champions of the Irish peas- 
ants, and often the only champions 
they had. As such they did brave and 
noble work, and in the eyes of the 
native Irish they became identified 
with the cause of Irish freedom in 
much the same way as the Catholic 
church in ‘Spain was {identified with 
Moors, and the Protestant Church of 
England was in its turn identified 
with the struggle against Spain In the 
days of the Arnada. Unfortunately, 
the priests of Ireland failed to rise to 
the height of their opportunity. They 
could champion their countrymen 
against allen oppression. They failed 
to rouse those countrymen against 
their own besetting sins of indolence 
and shiftlessness. When the new 
spirit in science and education spread 
over Great Britain, the Irish priests 
failed either to absorb it themselves 
or to impart it to their people, thongh 
it is possible that the responsibility 
for this lies more with the great orga- 
nization of which they were a part 
than with the individual priests. The 
great Catholic seminary of Maynooth 
has never been other than a backward 
institution where something not much 
better than mediaeval scholasticism 
and superstition lingers on in the 
guise of modern education, and where 
men who are relfed on by their people

spiritual alone, are brought up with 
Httle or no knowledge of modern econ- 
omics, sanitation or hygiene, in which 
they might have been able to give to 
their people instruction of possibly

dogmas and political doctrines which 
ure almost all they ha've purveyed. 

A serious crisis for the Roman 
Catholic church in Irland came with 
the rebellion after the war, when the 
priests were faced with the choice of 
denouncing or passing over in a 
silence equivalent to approval a long 
series of murders and cruelties inde- 
fenstble by any recognized ‘Taws of 
war, humanity or religion, which 
nevertheless were done by Irishmen 
in the name of Irish freedom. For the 
most part the priests took the line of 
silence, and even in some cases, it is 
to be suspected, of approval. The re- 
sult not unnaturally was to shake in 
the minds of young Irishmen tha 
foundations of respect for the cardinal 
virtues of Christianity and the author- 
ity of the church embodied in the 
priests. Murder, outrage and robbery 
passed over in silence ican hardly fail 
to damage the moral prestige of a 
church which so ignores them, and 
when the anti-British rebellion was 
followed by the struggle ‘between the 
Fere State and De Valera's Irregulars, 
the Irish priests awoke to the fact 
that their authority over the demoral- 
ized youth of Catholic Ireland -was 
seriously weakened. A theory famil- 
jar in other days began to emerge as 
something slightly more than a theory 
—namely, that an Ireland which has 
freed itself from English rule might 
free itself from priestly domination 
also. For the time ‘being at any rate 
that does not appear likely. As has 
been indicated, clericalism is again 
gaining ground, even if it is doing so 
on a basis of increased formalism and 
lowered spirituality. 


Protestantism is making no head- 
way in the Free State. There are still 
numbers of Protestants living in Free 
State territory, and within certain 
limits the relations between them and 
the Catholics are entirely amicable. It 
is not, however, correct to say tha. 
creed makes no difference in the Free 
State. Thus, a Protestant of long 
residence in Western Ireland, who 
deals in certain essential household 
commodities, used in former days to 
number among his regular customers 
various Roman Catholic institutions 
in the town and district where he 
carries on his business. Since the 
time of the Baster rebellion in 1916 his 
orders from these institutions have 
entirely ceased, though no open indi- 
cation whatever has been givén him 
of the reason. In Western Ireland. at 
any rate, it appears to be recognized 
as highly inadvisable for Protestants 
to take any interest in public affairs, 
though this is not true in such a 
place as Dublin. Numbers of Protes- 
tants have left the Free State and set- 
tled, some in Northern Ireland, some 
out of Ireland altogether. Conversaly, 
some Catholics have left Northern Sre- 
land for the Free State, though the 
better business conditions of Northern 
Ireland ‘have prevented much loss of 
population on this account, There are 
quite a few young men in the Free 
State army from the Catholic districts 
of Ulster. Each side bitterly accuses 
the ‘other of oppression of the relig- 
fous minority within its borders. It is 
significant that when a resident of 
Northern Ireland is heard deploring on 
political grounds the partition of Ire- 
land, and urging immediate re-union. 
he usually proves on enquiry to be a 
Catholic, while it is the Protestants of 
the Free State who lament the setting 
up of Home Rule in Ireland, and see 
in it little of good omen for the future. 

It would seem natural that the Pro- 
testants of the Free State should 
close their ranks and get rid of minor 
differences in face of the highly or- 
ganized and aggressive character of 
the Catholicism with which they are 
faced. They do not, however, do so. 
In one small Western town there are 
at least three Protestant churches of 
different denomiration, and the con: 
gregations of each church are a mere 
handful. Even if united, they would 
hardly fill any of their churches. Di- 
vided, they present only the depress- 
ing appearance of a few islands of 
worshippers in dreary oceans of empty 
pews, and form a striking contrast to 
the throngs which at different times 
of the day pour out and in of the big 
Roman Catholic church in the centre 
of the town. Yet there is said to be 
little or no prospect of their uniting. 
even though they realize the gradual 
dwindling of their strength. Marriage 
between Catholic and Protestant usual- 
ly means in Western Ireland the loss 
of the Protestant and his children to 
his church. Hardly ever does it mean 
the transfer to Protestantism of the 
Catholic partner. Occasionally it does 
so in a city like Dublin, and naturally 
it is more frequent in Northern Ire-) 
land. 

It is difficult not to feel that there is

at least some truth in the Northern 
Irish accusation as to the clerical at- 
titude towards education in the Free 
‘State. In the view of a highly experi- 


enced educationist holding an official: 


position under the Free State govern- 
ment, the backward condition of that 
education is to be laid largely at the 
door of the Catholic church, with its 
attitude of cramping restriction on 
freedom of study and criticism. A 
somewhat striking story is told of the 
attitude towards education of the peo- 
ple in a Catholic district in the 
North-West of Ireland. It is less 
than twenty years ago since the act 
was passed giving to the local authori- 
ties in Ireland power to make school 
attendance compulsory for children. 
In the district in question the local 
authorities decided to take advantage 
of the Act and insist on the children 
being sent to school. ‘At first the 
decision was accepted without pro- 
test, but when the parents discovered 
that attendance at school prevented 
the children from working on the 
farms or bringing in the fuel from 
the peat bogs, there were murmurings 
against the new ordinance and a pe- 
tition was signed and presented to the 
local authorties for the repeal of the 
compulsory attendance enactment. Of 
some 18 “signatures” against the 
necessity for such compulsion, 13 took 
the form of a mark made by illiter- 
et Comment on this seems need- 
ess, 

It has been sometimes suggested 
that the Catholic church is secretly 
backing the republican movement and 
that De Valera is the agent of that 
church in his relentlessly anti-British 
attitude. This is flatly denied by 
Catholics whose character, edweation, 
and war service in the British cause 
puts both their sincerity and the 
friendship towards Britain above sus- 
picion. Confirmation may to some ex- 
tent be held to come from the follow- 
ing incident. Not long ago an Ameri- 
can Catholic archbishop was visiting 
Dublin and was staying in a private 
house in the city. Late at night a ring 
came to the door, and on its being 
opened, a man announced that he 
was a representative of “President” 
De’ Valera, who was in a closed motor 
car drawn up opposite the door, and 
that “the President” wished to have 
an interview with the Archbishop. 
The latter consented and “the Presi- 
dent” slipped swiftly into the house 
and wag conducted to the Archbishop’s 
room. What went on atthe interview 
is unknown, but it is significant that 
the Archbishop later on allowed to 
be published in America and Ireland a 
statement in which he condemned in 
unqualified terms the attacks made 
on the Free State government and 
the outrages and destruction by the 
Irregulars of De Valera. On the 
other hand, it is freely said that the 
young Irish priests at the present time 
are mainly in favour of the Republi- 
can movement and the question thus 
arises whether the Catholic church is 
standing neutral in the present Irish 
controversies (which is not a usual 
attitude for it to adopt), or whether 
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pellion against superior authority ~. in |- 
existence. among the young © priests.

At the present moment, therefore, 
thers seems litlte hope of compromise 
btween North and South. Clerical 
ascendancy and the doctrine of: tem- 
poral power stands like a dividing 
wall between them, and as long as it 
so stands, Ireland is likely to souein 
divided.

If the atmosphere is clear in the 
evening or morning the sun’s light is 
red, ‘because the blue, of which the 
ordinary white light of the sun is 
made up, has been absorbed by the 
great length of atmosphere through 
which the slanting rays of the sun 
have to pass. 

In the evening the rosy light of the 
sunset illumines the clouds on the 
eastern side of the sky. This shows 


taking the rain with them. Thus we 
get red at night, indicating fine 
weather. In the morning, the rising 
sun being in the east, the light illum- 
inates the western horizon and its 
clouds, which are on their way to us. 
We need not be shepherds to know 
that if the sky is red and lowering in 
the morning we are in for a good 
“soaker” before lunch-time comes.

{EXAMINER'S REVIEW: OF A VERY SERIOUS MATTER 


(Saint John Globe) 

Rumors, so frequently repeated 
that they begin to assume an aspect 
of reliability, that a New Brunswick 
lumbering enterprise contemplates 
the erection on the American side of 
the river of a large paper mill, is no‘ 
particularly pleasant reading for sev- 
eral reasons. At this very time the 
Government of New (Grunswick is 
evolving plans for an electrical de- 
velopment designed to encourage pulp 
and paper manufacturing in New 
Brunswick. Should the largest of our 
lumbering establishments locats a 
paper mili on the United States’ side 
of the river while this development 
project is maturing one project would 
be lost to New Brunswick and with it 
would go a very considerable quan- 
tity of the pulpwood which could and 
should be utilized for. the upbuilding 
of the province. The rumor is there- 
fore of concern both because it indi- 
cates the loss to New Brunswick of an 
industry of importance and because it 
indicates a further increase in the 
outgo from this province of a raw 
product which could and should be 
made the basis of our industrial ex- 
pansion. The paper mill reports indi- 
cate a plan to build over or under the 
St. John river a carrier for the raw 
tumber which is to go from New 
Brunswick to feed a paper millon the 
other side of the line. Can anyone 
doubt that if there was a Canadian 
embargo on the export of pulpwood 
that this paper mill would either be 
built in New Brunswick, or that an- 
other on our side of the border would 
provide a market for the raw pulp? 
Could anyone doubt that undera pulp- 
wood export law there would be built 
in this province other paper mills to 
give our people the employment now 
provided by the raw wood and pulp 
exports from which we derive only a 
small part of the benefit? And this St. 
John river project is by no means the 
only new one at this very moment 
proving the loss Canada suffers by 
the failure to force the full utilization 
of an asset of such tremendous value 
as its lumber. Only recently a big 
paper mill was erected at Tonawanda, 
New York, to get its raw product alto- 
gether from Canada, and another built 
in Northern New York also gets its 
pulpwood from Canada, and yet Cana- 
da makes no move to stop an export 
which means life or death to the pulp 
and paper industry of this country. 
Is it to be wondered at that Frank J. 
D. Barnjum gives up in disgust? Is it 
any wonder that Herbert Biermans, 
‘President of the Belgo-Canadian Pap- 
er Company, says the very life of the 
‘paper industry in Canada is threaten- 
ed with extinction unless the embargo

Is it 
any wonder that the leading papers of 
Canada and many representative pub- 
lic men are strenuously demanding 
the embargo, both as a measure ” of 
safety to an established’ Canadian 
business and as a means of utilizing 
to the fullest possible extent for the 
benefit of Canada a natural resource 
which can be made a tremendous aid 
In our industrial growth? Sclence, 
the official organ of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Scien-e, recently devoted some atten- 
tion to the pulpwood reserves, and in 
an article of particular interest to 
Canadians pointed out the American 
paper requirements now exceed eight 
million tons a year. Ninety percent. 
of paper is wood and American forests 
today supply only 49 percent., or less 
than one-half of the wood required to 
make America’s paper, As recently 
28 1899 they supplied 83 percent. 
Canada today furnishes approximately 
40 percent. of the raw. material for 
American paper making,. and the 
forests in both the United States and 
;Canada are being depicted faster than

ture? With wise conservation and 
careful use of our forest resources, 
New Brunswick can win a place in the 
industriat world as one of the great 
paper-making centres of this <contl- 
nent, but there is necessary  develop- 
ment of our waterpowers and prohidi- 
tion of the export of the raw pip. 
Rumors of New Brunswick interest fn: 
a large new paper mill in Maine and 
of a way to shoot New Srunswick 
pulpwood over or under the St. John 
river to that Maine plant must there- 
fore be read of with the most serious 
apprehension by all who have greater 
industrial development in New 
Brunswick seriously in mifnd.
